Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  rqy  annual  report  for  the  year  1971* 

This  report  in  view  of  reorganisation  of  Local  Government’ is  likely  to  be 
my  penultimate  one,  and  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  as  last  year.  I  am 
grateful  to  Mr.  Hudson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report, 
which  is  included,  I  am  also  indebted  to  Dr.  Lycett,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  supplying  details  of  vaccination  procedures,  and  to  Mr.  Hampshire 
the  Hater  Engineer,  Borough  of  Swindon,  for  supplying  me  with  a  summary  of 
bacterial  and  chemical  analysis. 

The  district  with  Marlborough  Borough  at  its  centre,  extends  for  a 
distance  of  approximately  fifteen  miles  east  to  west,  and  ten  miles  north 
to  south,  and  much  of  it  is  situated  on  downland.  The  district  is  a  very 
pleasant  one  with  attraction  for  visitors  containing  as  it  does  the 
Savernake  Forest  and  part  of  the  River  Kennet  valley  for  a  great  deal  of 
its  extent.  It  also  has  important  archaeological  remains,  the  best  known 
which  are  probably  the  stone  circle  at  Avebury,  and  Silbury  Hill.  There 
is  little  in  the  way  of  industry,  since  the  district  is  predominantly  a 
farming  area  of  considerable  importance,  and  what  little  there  is, is  mainly 
concerned  with  agriculture.  A  certain  number  of  inhabitants  however  find 
their  livelihood  in  industrial  concerns  in  the  nearby  Borough  of  Swindon  to 
the  north-east.  The  district  is  important  from  the  communication  point  of 
view,  and  is  traversed  by  several  routes  including  for  all  its  width  the 
London  to  Bristol  A4»  The  M4  motorway  extension  was  opened  in  December, 

1 97 1 ?  a  part  of  which  passes  through  the  area.  This  has  extended  the 
commuter  belt ’to this  part  of  Wiltshire,  and  as  a  consequence  there  is 
increased  pressure  on  the  market  for  building  land  and  properties  suitable 
for  conversion  and  improvement.  At  the  same  time  tho  numbers  of  agricultural 
workers  still  tends  to  decline  as  a  result  of  mechanization,  and  it  is 
difficult  to  say  what  the  net  effect  will  be  on  the  population  trend  in  the 
longer  term.  The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  tho  Savernake  Hospital 
within  two  miles  of  the  centre,  in  pleasant  surroundings.  This  hospital 
of  70  beds  provides  in-patient  facilities  for  at  least  90  per  cent  of  those 
who  require  hospital  admission,  has  a  first  class  maternity  unit,  and  a 
modern  well  equipped  out-patients  department.  Arrangements  for  the 
provision  of  a  geriatric  unit  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  are  due  to 
come  into  operation  almost  immediately,  with  fifteen  beds,  ten  for  women  and 
five  for  men.  Plans  for  a  Day  Hospital  too  are,  I  understand,  in  the  pipe 
line.  This  is  an  important  development,  since  we  frequently  experience 
problems  with  old  people  who  do  not  require  full  residential  care,  particularly 
those  living  with  relatives,  for  whom  this  would  be  a  most  welcome  provision. 
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During  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory, 
although  undoubtedly  inflation  has  adversely  affected  the  standard  of 
living  of  those  on  snail  fixed  incomes  and  families  where  the  bread  winner 
is  in  a  low  income  bracket.  The  population  figures,  that  of  the  1971 
census,  shows  an  increase  of  260  over  last  year's  estimate.  The  number  of 
occupied  houses  has  increased  by  46,  and  the  natural  increase,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  is  34. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  decreased,  and  at  92  is  36  less  than  in  1970, 
which  when  adjusted  shows  a  death  rate  well  below  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  this  year,  for  the  first  tine  ever,  there  were 
no  deaths  of  children  recorded  under  the  age  of  one  year.  Deaths  due  to 
malignant  diseases  were  slightly  down,  mainly  due  to  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  which  numbered  only  three  as  against  seven. 
Diseases  from  coronary  heart  disease  at  24,  shows  no  change,  while  pneumonia 
and  bronchitis  together  accounted  for  eight  deaths.  The  report  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  which  was  published  during  the  year,  again  underlined 
the  hazards  of  health  based  on  cigarette  smoking,  particularly  in  relation  to 
lung  cancer,  heart  disease  and  chest  infections.  Their  estimate,  that  in 

1968  of  the  99?082  deaths  which  occurred  among  men  age  33-64  there  were  31,000 
premature  deaths  associated  with  cigarette  smoking,  is  worth  repeating, 
together  with  their  firm  findings  that  there  is  a  steady  and  comparatively 
rapid  decline  in  the  risks  to  the  individual  who  gives  up  smoking  and  remains 
a  non  smoker.  I  believe  that  information  of  this  type  should  be  widely 
ventilated  so  that  smokers  are  in  a  position  to  make  up  their  own  minds  on 
their  attitude  to  the  smoking  habit  based  on  accurate  evidence.  However, 
since  the  burden  both  physical  and  financial  on  the  N.H.S.  is  a  heavy  one, 
and  recent  work  published  by  Dr.  Taylor,  a  M.O.H.  seems  to  indicate  that  in 
school  children  whose  parents  are  smokers  there  is  a  significantly  increased 
liability  to  respiratory  disease,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  try  to 
influence  smokers  to  abandon  the  cigarette,  and  even  more  important  to  influence 
the  young  to  abstain.  I  believe  that  everything  should  be  done  where  possible 
to  discourage  smoking  in  public  places,  and  I  was  particularly  pleased  that 
the  Council  agreed  to  provide  permanent  notices  either  "Smoking  Discouraged" 
or  "Wo  Smoking  Please"  for  distribution  to  owners  and  managers  of  establish¬ 
ments  and  other  places  to  which  the  public  have  access,  and  that  as  a  result 
a  great  many  are  displaying  these  notices.  If  as  a  result  of  the  publication 
of  this  report  any  others  would  care  to  display  them,  the  Council  would  I  am 
sure  be  only  too  happy  to  provide  them. 

101  cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  recorded  during  the  year,  which  was 
an  increase  of  60.  This  was  mainly  due  to  83  cases  of  measles  which  is  now 
virtually  entirely  preventable  by  vaccination,  and  as  more  parents  accept  this 
as  normal  routine  protection  for  their  children,  I  should  be  very  surprised  if 
these  figures  are  exceeded  again.  Six  cases  of  infective  jaundice  were 
notified,  the  same  as  in  the  proceeding  year.  For  this  disease  unfortunately 
there  is  no  vaccine  yet  on  the  horizon,  nevertheless,  wo  have  the  means  now 
to  protect  family  and  close  contacts  on  a  temporary  basis  by  the  use  of 
immunoglobulin  given  in  the  incubation  period,  which  if  it  does  not  prevent 
an  attack  of  jaundice,  almost  certainly  reduces  its  severity,  a  particularly 
important  factor  in  respect  of  adults.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  no  case  of 
dysentery  was  reported,  contrasting  with  the  22  notified  in  1970.  I  should 
like  to  think  that  this  indicates  a  real  reduction  in  incidence,  but  while 
this  may  be  so,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  new  current  symptomatic  approach 
to  the  control  of  this  disease  means  that  the  problem  is  to  a  significant  degree 
"swept  under  the  carpet".  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  prevention  of

dysentery  is  mainly  a  matter  of  attention  to  personal  hygiene,  with  special 
reference  to  hand  washing  routine  in  junior  and  infant  schools,  and  perhaps 
most  important  of  all  pre-school  nursery  classes  and  play  groups.  However, 
the  position  with  regard  to  notifiable  disease  is  now  an  extremely  happy  one, 
almost  if  not  entirely  duo  to  vaccination.  This  has  exceeded  our  greatest 
expectations  of  the  early  post-war  years  when  I  first  entered  the  Public 
Health  Service.  Although  modifications  to  the  vaccination  policy,  such  as 
abandonment  of  routine  infant  smallpox  vaccination,  may  be  made  from  time 
to  time,  in  general  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the  policy  of  universal 
vaccination  indefinitely ,  which  will  require  at  least  as  much  attention  in 
the  future  as  the  County  Health  Department  has  given  to  it  in  the  past. 

On  the  whole  housing  conditions  are  reasonably  good ,  but  there  can  be 
no  complacency,  since  the  numbers  on  the  housing  list  show  no  tendency  to 
decline.  I  regret  that  we  have  no  warden  controlled  grouped  accommodation 
yet  available,  but  the  more  urgent  cases  requiring  this  type  of  housing  have 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Borough  Council  been  given  tenancies  in  the 
Borough.  In  my  view  a  great  deal  more  of  this  type  of  accommodation  is 
needed,  both  locally  and  nationally,  and  should  not  be  regarded  as  an  ex- 
travagont  method  of  housing  our  older  applicants.  Nevertheless,  the  Council 
have  over  the  years  done  a  great  deal  in  providing  specialised  housing  for 
the  elderly  in  the  way  of  bungalow  type  accommodation. 

No  action,  I  am  glad  to  say,  was  required  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948.  Section  47?  as  amended  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1951  powers 
which  I  am  always  most  reluctant  to  use,  and  only  then  as  a  last  resort. 

I  was  very  glad  that  the  Social  Service  Department  made  available 
facilities  for  cooked  meals  to  be  provided  from  their  kitchen  at  the  Adult 
Training  Centre  in  Marlborough,  for  distribution  fpr  the  Meals  on  Wheels 
Service  in  both  the  Marlborough  and  the  Rural  District  Council  areas.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  difficulties  in  the  provision  of  meals  was  the  main 
factor  in  the  breakdown  of  the  arrangements  for  the  Service  in  Bed-wyn  and 
earlier  in  the  Proxfield  area.  I  am  very  glad  that  Ramsbury  area  was  able 
to  maintain  its  Service.  Aldbourne  has  been  the  first  parish  to  make  use 
of  the  meals  from  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  and  I  hope  that  this  will  soon 
be  followed  by  other  parishes. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support  and  for  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Council.  This  has  been  yet  another  difficult  year  for  local  authority  staff, 
particularly  for  those  working  in  Public  Health  Departments  for  whom  the 
future  is  even  less  secure.  There  seems  to  be  little  insight  by  some  with 
regard  to  the  work  which  goes  on,  and  is  required  to  maintain  our  present 
high  standards  in  public  health.  As  I  have  said  in  qy  previous  reports,  it 
is  crucial  that  the  present  relationship  between  the  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  is  maintained  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
disappears,  and  is  replaced  by  a  Medical  Adviser  who  is  expected  to  come 
from  the  staff  of  the  N.H.S.  I  regret  that  the  appointments  of  Medical 
Advisers  and  also  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not  to  be 
statutorily  designated  officers  at  a  time  when  it  seems  likely  that  appoint¬ 
ments  to  be  made  by  the  new  Counties  in  the  fields  of  commerce  and  even  in 
the  supervision  of  gambling  arc  likely  to  be  so.  This  seems  to  reveal  a 
rather  curious  attitude  of  mind  with  regard  to  the  importance  of  public  health. 
There  will  of  course  also  be  no  security  of  tenure  of  office  for  the  Medical 
Adviser  or  for  the  future  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer,  presumably  a 
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Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  at  a  time  when  it  seems  as  important  as  it 
ever  was  for  a  Medical  Adviser  to  be  able  to  make  his  own  unbiased  comments 
on  any  matter  which  affects  the  health  of  those  living  in  the  area  for 
whom  he  is  responsible  without  any  fear  of  the  consequences. 

Finally,  I  should  like  specifically  to  thank  Mr.  Hudson  and  his  staff, 
Dr.  Lishman  for  acting  as  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Wormald  and  his  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboroatory  for  their  continued  help  and  frequent  advice,  and  my 
secretary,  Miss  Boswell,  for  her  help  and  co-operation,  particularly  for  her 
work  in  preparing  this  annual  report.

Poultry  Inspection 


As  in  the  previous  year  the  poultry  processing  plant  at  East 
Grafton,  was  not  in  full  use  for  much  of  the  year.  The  poultry 
processed  remained  of  a  high  quality  being  in  the  main,  bred  by 
the  owners  in  premises  in  the  locality.  Frequent  visits  were  made 
to  the  plant,  and  although  some  of  the  equipment  is  out-dated  and 
constructed  of  materials  now  superseded,  it  is  adequate  in  view  of  the 
continuing  depressed  out-put,  and  the  length  of  time  out  of  use 
when  cleaning  can  be  carried  out.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


As  in  recent  years  the  mains  water  supply  has  continued  under 
the  auspices  of  Swindon  Corporation  and  the  Thames  Valley  Water 
Board. 


The  six  main  schemes  are  piped  to  most  of  the  d/ellings  in  the 
district  and  are  as  follows s- 


Avehury  Supply 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  parishes  of  Preshute,  Fyfield,  West 
Overton,  East  Kennett ,  Avebury,  Winterbourne  Monkton,  Berwick 
Bassett,  Winterbourne  Bassett  and  Broad  Hinton,  from  this  supply. 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Clatford  and  pumps  water  from 
boreholes  150  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  to  a  reservoir  on  Totterdown. 

Baydon  Supply 

This  supplies  the  parish  of  Baydon  and  the  water  is  obtained 
from -Berkshire .  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  and 
pumped  to  a  tower  at  Baydon.  Practically  the  whole  parish  is 
connected  to  the  supply. 

Bedwyn  Supply 


This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  Villages  of  Chisbury,  Great 
Bedwyn,  Ham,  Shalboume,  Wilton  and  Grafton.  It  also  supplies  a 
farm  and  several  cottages  at  St.  Katharines  in  the  Pewsey  Rural 
District. 


The  water  is  pumped  from  boreholes  at  Little  Bedwyn  to  two 
reservoirs,  one  at  Chisbury  and  the  other  at  Shalbourne.  The  water 
is  taken  from  the  lover  chalk  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping 
station.  .... 


Ogboume  Supply 


The  water  for  this  supply  is  obtained  at  Whitef ields,  Ogboume 
St.  George.  The  water  is  boosted  to  a  reservoir  on  the  Downs  and 
gravitates  Id  the  two  parieshes  of  Ogboume  St.  Andrew7,  and  Ogboume 
St.  George  and  to  the  Military  Camp.  The  majority  of  the  properties 
in  both  parishes  are  connected  to  the  mains.  The  wa, ter  is  chlorinated 
at  YWiitefield. 


Ramsbury  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  parishes  of  Aldboume,  Chilton 
Foliat,  Froxfield,  Mildenhall  and  Ramsbury.  The  water  is  pumped 
from  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Ramsbury  to  a  reservoir  north  of  the 
village  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 

Save  make  Supply 


The  water  is  re -pumped  at  Postern  Hill  from  the  well  supply 
serving  the  Borough  of  Marlborough.  The  main  runs  from  the  top  of 
Postern  Hill  through  Savemake  Forest  to  Iron  Gates  and  supplies 
Savemake  Hospital,  two  farms  and  various  houses  and  cottages. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 
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Water  Samples 


Samples  have  "been  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
each  month  throughout  the  year,  from  each  supply  and  at  varied 
properties  on  each  supply.  The  results  are  as  indicated  below. 


Samples  for  Chemical  Analysis  have  been  taken  from  each 
supply,  and  were  all  satisfactory.

Refuse  Collection 


The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  Household  refuse  from  all 
parishes,  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  tip  at 
Stockclose  was  not  used  during  the  year,  all  refuse  being  taken 
to  the  Knowle  Tip.  Refuse  is  placed,  compacted  and  covered  by 
the  bulldozer.  Scrap  metal  is  sorted  at  the  tip  by  the  plant 
operator,  and  placed  in  a  skip  ready  for  collection  by  the 
contractors.  This  scrap  varies  from  car  bodies  etc.,  to  non- 
ferrous  material,  which  is  collected  separately. 


Normally  the  rounds  are  serviced  by  the  50  cu.  yd.  and  the 
35  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Crushloads,  the  S.  &  D.  being  brought  into 
service  at  peak  times  around  the  Bank  Holidays,  and  in  the 
event  of  breakdown,  and  special  collection  duties.
